TOO HOT FOR 


BLACKSNAKE 


Terrific Heat Drives Reptile 


Into Tyson Ice 


House. 


While 
'Wacksnakes, like 
all 


other reptiles, 
thrive best 
in 


warm weather, there was one 
measuring sixty one inches near 
Flora Dale last week that was 


^forced by the 
terrific rays of 


the sun to seek relief in the ice- 
house of C. J. Tyson. The 
snake's desire for lower tem- 
peratures resulted in its death. 


L. L. Ullrich and John Fohl, 


who are employed in the Tyson 
orchards, went to ihe ice-house 
for a drink- of water. As Mr. 
Ullrich wa* drinking, with the 
tin cup raised, he was startled 
to see-the hypnotic eyes of a 
snake only a few inches in front 
of him. 
At first Mr. 
Ullrich 


thought the heat 
had affected 


his power" of vision and that he 
was "seeing 
things," but ' he 


struck at the snake-head 
with 


the tin cup. 
The reptile disap- 


peared . 


This fact added to his fears 


that the sun had been warmer 
than he thought but he called 
to his friend, Mr. Fohl, telling 
him he had seen a garter snake 
on the ice. 
Suddenly Mr. Fohl 


saw something too and seizing 
a scoop shovel struck a sudden 
blow as the snake was making 
its getaway. 
The stroke 
was 


well aimed and Mr. 
Ullrich 


pulled a black snake sixty one 
inches long out 
from between 


the cakes of ice. Both men were 
relieved when the evidence prov- 
ed they were not sunstroke vic- 
tims .
